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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are presented in this application. Claims 1-2 were previously pending, and 
dependent claims 3-20 have been added. Claim 1 is amended herein to further define the 
claimed invention, and not for reasons related to patentability. In particular, the amendments 
are not made to overcome the prior claim rejection, as the Examiner has already indicated that 
claims 1-2 are allowable. Applicant also incorporates the remarks made in the response to the 
June 7, 2010 Office Action (filed with RCE on Nov. 8, 2010). 

Substance of Examiner Interview . 

Applicant thanks Examiner Greene for the courtesies extended in taking the time on 
February 2, 2011 to discuss the present application with Applicant and Applicant's 
representatives.^ The invention of the present application and the distinctions with the prior art 
were discussed, in the context of the remarks made in the response to the June 7, 2010 Office 
Action.
